was  considered  a  very  unfavorable  one  to 
Dahlias. 

However,  the  Varieties  Mentioned  Herein 
Proved  Their  Worth  by  rugged  growth  and 
normal  bloom  and  in  most  instances  a  very  high 
percentage  of  both  roots  and  plants  were  en¬ 
tirely  satisfactory. 

Of  the  newer  varieties  that  run  90%  or 
Better,  we  are  pleased  to  mention  Monmouth 
Champion  (100%),  Cardinals,  Dorothy  Stone, 
E.  R.  Wonder,  Grace  Ricords,  June  Justice, 
May  Dearborn  Schwab,  Mother  Machree,  Mrs. 
A.  B.  Seal,  Nova,  Santa  Barbara,  Supreme 
Glory,  and  Thos.  A.  Edison.  Not  far  behind 
these  were  Dr.  Elias  Bartley,  Dr.  John  H.  Car¬ 
man,  Evelyn  Morris,  Jean  Trimbee,  Katherine 
Cole,  King  Midas,  Oriental  Beauty  and  Watch- 
ung  Wonder.  About  half  of  our  plants  of 
Chemar’s  Eureka  did  exceptionally  well,  the 
balance  (green  plants)  were  worthless,  prob¬ 
ably  the  fault  of  the  propagating  stock.
